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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 

Berlincourt. 

Berlincourt (fig. 1 1) teaches every structural feature set forth in the claims. Note that 
process or method of manufacturing recitations have long been held to be not limiting in an 
apparatus claim. A device is blind as to its manufacturing steps. Thus, method recitations have 
not been given patentable consideration. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Abe or Watanabe in 
view of Fukuoka, Yang or Ogiso. 

Abe (fig. 1) and Watanabe (Figs. 1 & 8) teach the specific transformer structure but don't 
use electrodes that continue from a side surface onto the top and bottom surfaces. However, 
Yang (fig. 12b), Ogiso (figs. 2 & 3) and Fukuoka (fig. 3, 12 & 13) teaching three-surface 
electrodes. Such a construction gives increased adhering area (strength) as well as providing 
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optional, convenient, connection regions. Thus for at least these reasons it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use multi-surface electrodes in Abe or Watanabe. 

Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Berlincourt. 

As pointed out above Berlincourt teaches the transformer structure. Berlincourt does not 
teach some specific dimensions and the location of the lead wire connection on an upper surface. 
It has long been held that optimizing a known device for a specific application is within the skill 
expected of the routineer. Also the specific output connection location is well known per se (see 
e.g. applicants fig. 2 & 5a). Thus providing a top center connection point and specific electrode 
dimensions for Berlincourt would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
